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DETAILED ACTION 

The Declaration filed on 8/1/705 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered but 
is ineffective to overcome the Dang et al reference. 

The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a reduction to practice of the 
invention in this country or a NAFTA or WTO member country prior to the effective date 
of the Dang et al reference. 

Note that the following parties may make a declaration under 37 CFR 1 .131 : 

(A) All the inventors of the subject matter claimed, 

(B) A declaration by less than all name inventors of an application is accepted 
where it is shown that less than all named inventors of an application invented the 
subject matter of the claims under rejection.
